man, her father was a Swede of Gypsy 
origin.

Bella used to travel with 
his company everywhere in the coun­ 
try, and was especially w-ell known in 
Christiania during the epoch when the 
yearly fair existed.

purchase of a site. 
When Congress 
man Lindbergh was 
elected to the 
office he took the m a tte r of securing 
an appropriation for a building for this 
city up and introduced a hill appro priat­ 
ing $50,000 for such purpose and his 
success in the m atter is announced in 
the telegram above quoted. 
A t the 
opening of congress it was not thought 
th a t a public building bill would be 
passed but 
sufficient 
pressure was 
brought to bear upon congress to con­ 
vince the mem bers of the necessity of 
such a m easure, especially in the north­ 
w est w het# public buildings with mod­ 
ern conveniences are needed to accom­ 
m odate 
the 
grow ing business,

through the efforts of Congressman 
Lindb rgh the results above noted have 
been attained. 
That it has been made 
possible for the erection of a suitable 
building in this city to accommodate 
the governm ent business will be ap­ 
preciated by the public and the gro w ­ 
ing business of the postoffice by the 
tim e the new building is ready for occu­ 
pancy will certainly w a rra n t the ex­ 
penditure of money in its construction. 
While no inform ation is at hand it is 
altogether probable th a t work on the 
building will not be commenced thi- 
seasnn although the preliminaries will 
be arranged, plans subm itted and con­ 
tra c t let without doubt so th a t it can 
be complete I in 1909.

The money order business has 
increased in a corresponding ratio with 
the other business of the office, the 
num ber of orders issued in the past

George W. Grewcox, assistant post­ 
master, and who will complete his fif­ 
teenth year of continuous service in 
June of the present year; W. A. Spen­ 
cer, mailing clerk; Maggie L. Atherton, 
registry and money order clerk; Clar­ 
ence B. Stickney, assistant mailing and 
general delivery clerk; Carl Wright, 
general delivery clerk. 
The monthly pay roll at the present 
time is nearly $1,300 which includes the 
postmaster’s salary. 


This means that the dream of the 
government building, which has long 
been entertained by the people 
of 
Brainerd is about to become a realty, 
and that within the next two years a 
structure will be 
erected upon the 
property acquired by the government 
at the corner of Sixth and Maple streets 
for a postoffice site that will be a credit 
to the city. 
The initiatory steps taken 
to secure this improvement were made 
by former Congressman Buckman dur­ 
ing his first term at which time a bill I 
was introduced but fa Ie I of passage, 
the following session of congress a I ii j 
was passed appropriating $10,000 or so 
much thereof as was necessary for the 
purchase of a site. 
When Congress­ 
man Lindbergh was elected to the 
office he took the m atter of securing 
an appropriation for a building for this 
city up and int reduced a bill appropriat­ 
ing $50,000 for such purpose and his J 
success in the m atter is announced in 
the telegram above quoted. 
At the 
opening of congress it was not thought 
that a public building bill would be 
passed but 
sufficient 
pressure was 
brought to bear upon congress to con­ 
vince the members of the necessity of 
such a measure, especially in the north­ 
west where public buildings with mod­ 
ern conveniences are needed to accom­ 
modate the growing business, 
and 
through the efforts of Congressman 
Lindbergh the results above noted have 
been attained.

The establishment 
of free deliv­ 
ery, however, has reduced the rev­ 
enue from box rents of the office to 
$600 at the present time which were 
over $1,600 at the time of its install­

The 
postoffice wras moved from Seventh 
street to its present quarters in the 
Odd Fellows block on Sixth street on 
July 15th, 1900, and free delivery ser­ 
vice was established Nov. 1st, 1901, 
with three carriers, Russell Cass, John 
Thompson and J. J. Nolan. The busi­ 
ness of the office warranted the addi­ 
tion of a mounted carrier the following 
year and on July 1st, 1902, Carl Brock­ 
way was added to the force of carriers.

A. Nelson and Frank Russell, were ap­ 
pointed, making the force at the
